Editor of the Townsman: 

Superlatives are 
words. 

I read on page 3 of the Towns- 
man for March 1, ‘‘Citizens should 
remember that economy is the first 
and most important of virtues—and 
that public debt is the greatest 
danger to be feared.”’ 

If you had just picked out one 
virtue and one danger; if you had 
just said that economy is a greater 
virtue than patriotism, or that the 
issuing of United States bonds 
(which is public debt) is a greater 
danger than any danger that Stalin 
will either bomb an American city 
or send a Russian regiment, openly 
or disguised as ‘‘volunteers’’, into 
any country that we aim to protect, 
—then I could confortably have 
sat back and watched the debate 
that would have followed. 

But when you think of all the 
virtues and all the dangers: when 
you think of piety, kindliness, 
courage, industry, chastity, pa- 
tience, thruthfulness, open-minded- 
ness, even-handed justice, and 
more, and say that economy is a 
more important virtue than any of 
these; when you think of bigotry,

boy, I think you are getting it 
pretly steep. 

Even if, addressing us as ‘‘citi-

A Tax To Repeal 


The personal property tax on household furnishings and per- 
sonal effects is one that is not and cannot be enforced, reports 
the special commission on taxation which has been making a 
study of the inequalities in the state’s tax structure, Its rec- 
ommendation for a repeal of the levy as one that is impossible 
of fair administration should meet with general approval. 


Not only does the commission denounce it as “a major har- 
rassment to taxpayers, assessors and collectors alike,’’ but it 
adds that it results in only small, scattered revenue. 


Application of the law varies with different communities. In 
Andover the assessors have been alert to this source of revenue 
and for many years has made an attempt to see that this phase 
of the state law has been enforced. 


As a result the town derives a portion of its income from this 
levy. Asses smentof personal property tax here last year amount- 
ed to $2,747,314., divided among 949 taxpayers. Assessment 
on stock in trade was $276,970., machinery & equipment, 
$215,748., and all other including home furnishings, $2,254,560. 
Real estate was assessed $17,608,085., making a grand total of 
$20,355,399. Of this amount, personal property assessment was 


about 11 percent. 


The entire tax load was shared by 3579 taxpayers, of whom 
2630 paid on real estate only, 386 on personal property only, 
and 536 who paid both. The personal property tax was paid by 
26.5 percent of the taxpayers. 


While there is a statutory exemption of $1000 on personal 
property it seems fair to assume that a much larger number 
should be assessable, yet there are many who have never heard 
of the tax and others who believe that Andover is the only place 
where it is assessed. 


Because of the unequal distribution of this levy and other 
objectionable features enumerated by the commission, its eli- 
mination would without question remove from the tax structure 


‘a source of annoyance”’ to taxpayers, assessors and collectors 


alike.

Attend Town Meeting 


Faced with a substantial increase in the tax rate, the town 
meeting Monday night should draw a large number of voters pre- 
pared to give careful consideration to every item in the town 
warrant, 


Appropriations for two new school buildings and a drop in the 
amount coming back from the state will account for part of the 
increase. Due to rising costs there will be an increase in the 
ordinary departmental expenses, and another item will be the 
recommended salary increases for town employees. Amounts 
asked in the special articles are much reduced in comparison to 
last year. 


While town officials are making every effort to keep expenses 
down, studies of the budget and special articles in connection 
\ with all phases of the tax structure have resulted in forecasts 
of a jump of $4 to $7 in the town’s $36 tax rate. Town fathers 
may have a plan to offset part of this added load but from all 
indications a large increase can be expected. 


Voters of the town hardly need be reminded that it is their 
money that is being appropriated and should be present Monday 
night to see that only the most essential projects are approved,

IODINE - 


lodine is not a liquid, but a solid. What most peo- 
ple call iodine is really Tincture of lodine and to 
make it the iodine crystals are dissolved in alco- 
hol. If you have some Tincture of lodine at home, 
be sure to keep it tightly stoppered, Otherwise, 
some of the alcohol will evaporate, changing the 
strength of the remaining Tincture of lodine.

A deficiency of iodine is responsible for the con- 
dition called goiter, which is an enlargement of 
the thyroid gland, It is interesting to note that cen- 
turies before the discovery of iodine doctors were 


prescribing burnt seaweed, which is rich in iodine, 
for the treatment of goiter.

Stalin, More Than Allies, 


Needs Breathin 


Stalin, far more than the re- 
animated Allies, needs the breath- 
ing spell of another four-power 
conference. 

He urgently requires a new pro- 
paganda device to hoodwink the 
apprehensive Russian public as 
to his pacifist intentions and to 
stroke the fur of his jittery and 
hesitant puppets. 

His worried proconsuls foresee 
danger for themselves should their 
armies be employed as the Kren- 
lin’s shock troops to batter Tito. 
Such use would be contrary to the 
national interests of the Soviet 
satellites. 

Their leaders are smart enough 
to realize that in an armed conflict 
with Yugoslavia, they’d ‘‘be 
damned if they do and damned if 
they don’t.’’ 

Should the doormat 
emerge victorious but bled white, 
the Soviet Union would be the 
scot-free gainer. Should their ears 
be pinned back by Tito or should 
they pull down their heads a world 
war—in either case—they would be 
done for, 

Their already feeble economies 
and their divided peoples would 
not stand firm. The strain followed 
by a crash would result in the 
downfall of any current Red regime 
that involved its weak country in 
war,

Their ffearts Aren’t in It 

Of course, at the moment each 
stooge is out-Heroding Moscow in 
snarling at Belgrade. This noisome 
fury is a parlor trick to convince 
the Kremlin of its loyalty. But it 
is doubtful that any satellite 
nation or government really wants 
to see Tito utterly squelched. 


The Rumanian government, for 
example, recently plastered the 
billboards of Bucharest with 


posters blasting the Balkan rebel. 
Overnight chalk was scrawled on 
the official bulletins saying, 
‘‘Maybe Tito is a gangster but 
those in Moscow are worse.’’ 

Even cringing Rumanian rulers 
secretly resent  light-fingered 
Russia’s stealing Bessarabia and 
Northern Bukovina. They want 
these kidnapped provinces re-
